4. Shortly thereafter, the inventor moved to Greece where he joined, or was 
conscripted into, the Greek armed services.

6. After the application was filed, on April 25, 2002 I sent the inventor an email, 
addressed to yannis@csd.uoc.gr, referring to the need for him to sign the 
declaration and assignment.

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8. I sent the declaration and assignment to these addresses on the same day, 
requesting, inter alia, that the inventor sign the declaration, mail it to me, and 
email me when the signed declaration is mailed. 

9. To date, neither the email, nor the declaration was received. 

10. This declaration is submitted now because the time for responding to a Missing 
Parts Notice mailed by the PTO draws to a close on June 1, 2002, and there is no 
reasonable expectation that the signed declaration from the inventor will arrive 
before June 1,2002.
